WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government reported today that 
the nation’s economic output 
slipped fractionally over the 
second three months of this 
year, indicating the economy 
has stabilized after the longest 
and deepest recession since 
World War II. 
The Commerce Department 
said the volume of the Gross 
National Product, which is the 
nation’s 
total 
production of 
goods and services, dropped 
during 
the quarter 
by 
an 
amount which when projected 
over an entire year would equal 
three-tenths of one per cent. 
It was the sixth straight 
quarterly decline in volume of 
Gross 
National 
Product, 
or 
GNP. But it was the smallest of 
the six and compared to a de­ 
cline at an annual rate of 11.4 
per cent in the first three 
months of the year. 
Over-ail, total economic out­ 
put has declined 7.8 per cent 
since the start of the recession. 
The Commerce Department 


also reported that the inflation 
rate fell to an annual rate of 5.1 
per cent, the lowest since the 
4.1 per cent rate during the fi­ 
nal three months of 1972. 
Inflation as measured in the 
GNP accounts, which covers a 
broader range of goods and 
services than are included in 
the more familiar Consumer 
Price Index, was 10.3 per cent 
for all of 1974 and 8.4 per cent 
at an annual rate in the first 
quarter. 
The reduced inflation rate, 
combined with virtually stable 
output, resulted in the first ad­ 
vance in nearly two years in 
the per capita after-tax income 
of Americans after adjustment 
of the erosion of inflation. 
Per capita real disposable in­ 
come advanced $133 during the 
quarter to $2,908. That figure 
had not increased since reach­ 
ing $2,952 in the third quarter 
of 1973. The result of the in­ 
crease was that Americans 
saved an estimated 10.6 per 
cent of their after-tax income, 


most since an identical rate in 
the second quarter of 1946.

The Commerce Department 
said the volume of the Gross 
National Product, which is the 
nation's 
total 
production 
of 
goods and services, dropped 
during 
the 
quarter 
by 
an 
amount which when projected 
over an entire year would equal 
three-tenths of one per cent. 
It 
was 
the sixth 
straight 
quarterly decline in volume of 
Gross 
National 
Product, 
or 
GNP. But it was the smallest of 
the six and compared to a de­ 
cline at an annual rate of 11.4 
per cent in the first 
three 
months of the year. 
Over-aJI, total economic out­ 
put has declined 7.8 per cent 
since the start of the recession. 
The Commerce Department 


also reported that the inflation 
rate fell to an annual rate of 5.1 
per cent, the lowest since the 
4.1 per cent rate during the fi­ 
nal three months of 1972. 
Inflation as measured in the 
GNP accounts, which covers a 
broader range of goods and 
services than are included in 
the more familiar Consumer 
Price Index, was 10.3 per cent 
for all of 1974 and 8.4 per cent 
at an annual rate in the first 
quarter. 
The reduced inflation rate, 
combined with virtually stable 
output, resulted in the first ad­ 
vance in nearly two years in 
the per capita after tax income 
of Americans after adjustment 
of the erosion of inflation. 
Per capita real disposable in­ 
come advanced $133 during the 
quarter to $2,906 That figure 
had not increased since reach­ 
ing $2,952 in the third quarter 
of 1973.

As we celebrated the Fourth of July, we were reminded 
of what happened 199 years ago on that day, in the City of 
Philadelphia. Fifty-six- Americans from 13 British 
colonies gathered together and signed a Declaration of 
Independence. These 56 Americans were fully aware that 
by doing so they were risking their lives. For, if captured 
by the British, all would have been hanged for treason. 
Yet, none hesitated to sign that bold and defiant 
document. To this day, a firm and heavy signature is 
known as a “John Hancock,” after the President of that 
First Independent Congress assembly. 
Today, also a time of deep and pervading troubles for 
us Americans, we might pause and reflect on the manner 
of men who gave birth to our country on that July 4,1776. 
We know that their average age was 44, that 19 were 
lawyers, nine planters, nine merchants, four physicians, 
and two each were farmers, public servants, and lan­ 
downers. Two signers were part-time lawyers and 
planters, one was a lawyer-farmer, another a lawyer- 
ironmaster, another a public servant-merchant, and still 
another combined the clergy with his post as a college 
president. There was also a surveyor, and one, Samuel 
Adams, described himself simply as “a politician.” 
Of the 56 signers, all but seven were born in the 
colonies. 
Although they came from widely diverse backgrounds, 
these 56 men had one important quality in common: All 
believed strongly enough in freedom and independence 
to be willing to die for it. And in the bitter and often 
desperate five years of war that followed before 
Americars independence was finally won, many of the 56 
signers of the Declaration served actively in that 
struggle. To bring the victory, these 56 Americans 
mutually pledged their lives their fortunes, and their 
sacred honor. 
Such, then, were the men who, 199 years ago, in a place 
known now as Independence Hall, struck the first blow 
for freedom and independence in these now United 
States. On the eve of America’s Bicentennial, it is a 
heritage worth remembering and preserving at all costs.

tax “indexing,” which has been 
advocated by many experts. 
This involves expressing tax 
rates in terms of dollars of 
constant purchasing power. If 
inflation rose 10 per cent in a 
year, every $1 in standard 
deductions, 
exemptions, 
tax 
bracket 
intervals, 
purchase 
price of assets on which capital 
gains taxes are levied, etc., 
would be raised to $1.10. A tax 
bracket of $10,000 to $12,000 
would become one of $11,000 to 
$13,200; an asset purchased at 
$200 would be considered pur­ 
chased at $220; and so on. Each 
year the figures would change in 
response to inflation. 
Although 
the situation for 
business would be slightly more 
complicated, indexing would 
eliminate distortions in the 
business tax base caused by the 
illusory “book profits” of in­ 
ventories and fixed capital, 
which 
are 
measured 
at 
acquisition prices but must be 
replaced at higher prices. 
Indexing takes the govern­ 
ment’s “profit” out of inflation. 
It would mean that taxpayers 
whose income rise with inflation 
each year would be in the same 
tax bracket and pay the same 
share of taxes to government, 
instead of moving to a higher 
bracket under the current fixed- 


bracket system. The taxpayer 
no longer would pay the “hidden 
tax” that robs him of real in­ 
come each year, and the 
government no longer would 
collect the unlegislated extra 
tax. It is high time that Congress 
enact this equitable system of 
taxation.

EQUALITY BEFORE THE 
DRAFT BOARD 
There is little chance that the 
recent ruling by a federal judge 
in Butte, Mont., that the military 
draft 
unfairly 
discriminates 
against men will be upheld by 
the U.S. Supreme Court, should 
the question go that far. 
It could very well be a dif­ 
ferent matter, however, when 
the 27th, or Equal Rights, 
Amendment (ERA) is ratified 
by the necessary 38 states. Or 
perhaps one should say “if” it is 
ratified, since the momentum 
behind it seems to have stalled 
at the 34-state mark and op­ 
position to it is mounting. 
The 
proposed 
amendment 
states simply—deceptively so, 
some fear—that “Equality of 
rights under the law shall not be 
denied or abridged by the United 
States or any state on account of 
sex.” 
Should that become the law of 
the land, it would seem that a 
young man would have a good 
case if he resisted the draft on 
the ground that women are 
exempt. 
The question , of course, is 
moot right now, as the lawyers 
say, because there is no longer a 
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draft. But young men still have 
to register with their local 
boards at 18, and with the kind of 
world we live in it would be 
foolish to predict that the nation 
will never again have need of 
military conscription. 
Feminists have traded to 
pooh-pooh the idea that the ERA 
would send women into the 
trenches alongside men, while 
at the same time others have 
stated that they would welcome 
the opportunity to fulfill an 
jqual obligation to their coun­ 
try. Anway, they say, males 
themselves have never been 
universally draftable. Theology 
students, those overage, etc., 
have always been exempted. 
It’s pointed out that Israel 
drafts its women and they have 
never-so far, anyway-been sent 
into combat. But then Israel 
does not have an Equal Rights 
Amendment. 
Nor is the argument that the 
United States has seen fit to 
prohibit discrimination based on 
race, so why not sex?, entirely 
persuasive. “Race” is inclusive 
of both sexes and neither the 
13th, 14th or 15th Amendments, 
which dealt with citizenship 
rights, affected local laws or 
customs 
which 
recognized 
distinctions 
and 
differences 
between men and women, 
whatever their race. 
Not so the ERA, say the 
critics. 
Its broad 
language 
would obliterate all sexual 
distinctions, some of them quite 
necessary. The feminists would 
be better advised to pursue the

THE INFLATION— 
TAX ROBBERY 
Personal 
income 
tax 
withholding rose an astounding 
26.6 per cent last year alone, 
according to a U.S. Department 
of Labor study. Taxes rose at a 
higher rate than any other 
category of spending such as 
food or transportation, and 
escalated at 2 ^ times the 
overall rise in the cost of goods 
and services, which was up 11 
per cent in 1974. 
Tax withholdings now con­ 
stitute the largest 
share of 
family budgets, representing 23 
per cent of the outlays of the 
Labor Department’s composite 
high income family, and 16 per 
cent of the outlays of typical low 
income families. Seven years 
ago these taxes took 17 and 12 
per cent, respectively. 
Pure and simple, taxes are the 
leading cause of inflation and 
have been for years, as several 
other studies have shown. 
As bigger bites are taken for 
Social Security and other taxes, 
and 
as other inflationary 
pressures 
take their toll, 
workers need higher salaries 
and businesses need higher 
prices to maintain the same 
level of earnings as before. 
Besides this being a vicious 
income-co6t spiral, the higher 
salaries 
and revenue 
push 
employe and employer into 
higher tax brackets. Instead of a 
worker paying at an effective 
rate of, say, 22 per cent of 
taxable income, he may have 
moved into a tax bracket that 
takes 26 per cent. 
Government is the only 
winner under the current tax

s—government collects an ever- 
rising proportion of all income.

KCIA’s U.S. Operation Probed 
WASHINGTON - The Justice 
Department is quietly in­ 
vestigating charges that the 
Korean 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency (KCIA), modeled after 
our own embattled spy agency, 
has terrorized Korean exiles in 
the country, has set up illegal 
front groups to manipulate U.S. 
public opinion and has even 
tried 
to 
“ buy 
off” 
U.S. 
congressmen. 
The 
charges, 
based 
on 
testimony of a former South 
Korean official, are sum­ 
marized in a private letter to 
Atty.Gen. Edward Levi from 
chairman Donald Frazer, D.- 
Minn., of the House Inter­ 
national 
Organizations 
sub­ 
committee. 
The testimony was given by 
Dr. Jai Hyon Lee, who was 
director of information for Smith 
Korea in this country in the 
early 1970s. His statements were 
confirmed, for the most part, by 
Donald Ranard, the former 
director of Korean affairs at the 
State Department. 
Dr. Lee, now a professor at 
Western Illinois University, told 
of a secret meeting in Seoul in 
March 1973, attended by KCIA 
agents and subsequent briefings 
in Washington by the KCIA 
station chief about “a scheme of 
clandestine operations.” 
The 
secret scheme, 
acc- 
cording to Lee’s testimony, was 
designed “to mute criticism of 
(P re s id e n t) 
P a r k ’s 
totalitarianism and to buy off its 
supporters in the United states.” 
The “buy off’ of congressmen, 
he alleged, was left to the am­ 
bassador to handle. 
Lately, the KCIA agents at the 
embassy in Washington have 
been more than doubled, Lee 
swore. “Park’s KCIA arm is ... 
stretched into the U.S.” he said, 
“ illegally 
m anipulating 
American institutions and in­ 
timidating Korean residents in 
this country.” 
Specifically, Lee accused the 
KCIA 
of 
intimidating 
U.S. 
businessmen with interests in 
Korea, financing pro-Park 
activities in the United States 
and setting up “front groups” to 
praise his regime. 


Lee charged that the Park 
government had financed a pro- 
Park seminar in Kalamazoo, 
Mich., in 1972, a Washington 
symposium in 1973 and another 
Washington rally last month. 
He identified the “ front 
groups” 
as 
the 
Korean 
newspaper Hankook Shinmoon, 
the Korean radio-TV broad­ 
casting offices in Washington 
and various Korean associations 
in Chicago, Los Angeles, New 
York City and San Francisco. 
But far more sinister, ac­ 
cording to Rep. Fraser’s letter 
to the Justice department, were 
Lee’s charges that the KCIA is 
intimidating Koreans in this 
country. 
A favorite KCIA technique, 
alleged Lee, is to silence vocal 
Koreans in the United States by 
threatening 
“their 
families, 
relatives and close friends in 
Korea. This has been quite ef­ 
fective ... since every Korean 
knows the KCIA’s efficient 
brutality.” 
On the West Coast, said Lee, 
“KCIA operatives are even 
extorting money from Korean 
residents. 
These 
Korean 
residents are so afraid of KCIA 
reprisal that they do not dare 
report to the police.” 
The witness told about a 
Korean Christian scholar in the 
United States who allegedly was 
warned by trans-Pacific phone 
from Seoul “against an anti- 
Park statement” at a rally. A 
KCIA agent showed up an an 
anti-Park rally, testified Lee, 
“ accompanied 
by 
several 
toughs carrying eggs and bottles 
of tomato ketchup. ” 
The Justice Department, 
following up Fraser’s letter, is 
trying to determine whether the 
KCIA has violated any U.S. 
laws. 
Footnote: A Korean embassy 
spokesman called the Lee and 
Ranard charges “all groun­ 
dless.” The KCIA, he said, is not 
active in the United States, nor 
were 
there 
any 
Korean 
“payoffs”s 
to 
congressmen, 
intimidation 
or 
regime- 
supported 
fronts. 
“This 
is 
outright, malicious slander,” 
the spokesman said.

WASHINGTON - To hosts of 
hard hats this “recession” is a 
sometime thing, as an old jaz­ 
zman 
used 
to 
say. 
And 
somebody else’s thing at that. In 
the good new summertime they 
are a tough elite unleashing 
hundreds of strikes across the 
land. Even in depressed areas 
where 
the 
reports, 
professionally tear-sprayed, tell 
of heavy unemployment. 


In many areas where the 
building, construction and metal 
trades unions are powerful, the 
pay increases, in these “hard 
times” are incredible. In nor­ 
thern California the carpenters 
won $2.31 an hour for two years 
atop a $13.20 an hour base. 
Making it $15.51 an hour before 
overtime. 


Whose recession 
is 
this? 
Certainly not the California 
electricians who got $1.90 an 
hour raise for one year and no 
guarantee they’ll not return for 
more shortly. 
But before I get into more of 
this and the 120 construction 
strikes flaring cross-country, 
and other walkouts, 
let’s 
examine the social as well as the 
economic retrogression of these 
self serving stoppages. 
The thousands sof projects 
thay’ve paralyzed and are 
crippling now, will in turn create 
thousands of additional jobs as 
soon as they’re complete. Big ball 
stadiums 
have 
been 
left 
skeletonized in New Jersey and 
New 
York 
(the 
Yankee 
Stadium). As soon as these are 
finished thousands will be able 
to go to work as ticket-takers, 
vendors, ushers, parking at­ 
tendants, you name it, the kind 
of work many are seeking now to 
carry 
them 
through 
the 
recession. 
Court houses, struck by 
construction workers, stand as 
floorless, wall-less monuments 
to some workers’ unreal sense of 
what’s creeping around our 
nation. Thus the criminal justice 
system is stalled. 
In some big cities, which 
literally stink these days, sewer 
treatment plants have been 
struck or are now hit. And by 
unions, such as in New York City 
where one size-8 hard hat hardly 
is big enough to hold one 
crocodile tear. One union 
rejected a $3 an hour increase. 
And then there’s the piece de 
resistance - the strike which hit 
the General Dynamics Corp. 
Electric Boat Division yards in 
the Groton-New London, Conn., 
district. To the 10,000 metal 
trades (and some construction) 
workers who walked out July 1, 
the recession is a no-time thing. 
They’ve always had it so good. 
Thertls $2 billion worth of or- 


ders on hand fra regular attack 
submarines. And three special 
intercontinental 
m issile- - 
carrying Trident undersea craft 
are now in the planning stage - 
and a long lead time needed for 
completion. Who knows but that 
our nation might need these 
behemoth submersibles by 1980? 
But the strike was called by the 
Metal Trade Department (AFL- 
CIO) despite a negotiable 
company offer of 21 per cent 
increase - and despite a request 
for a 27-day contract extension 
by 
Bill

M ediation 
S erv ice. 
This area is the second largest 
employer 
of 
Connecticut 
workers - and heaviest hirer of 
manpower from nearby Rhode 
Island. So critical is this walkout 
economically - aside from the 
theoretical 
impairment 
of 
America’s 
defense 
strategy, 
that Bill Usery, who is also 
special collective bargaining 
consultant to President Ford, 
drove up to the Senate office 
building last Thursday. There fra 
an hour he conferred with the 
four Senators from Connecticut 
and Rhode Island. 
But to no avail. The workers 
stayed out. When they first 
struck some tried to beat the 
blazes out of state troopers who 
attempted to stop a fracas begun 
when some carpenters tried to 
cross the line to complete their 
work.

headquarters in both states (and 
Massachusetts, too). In Rhode 
Island they’ll get unemployment 
insurance soon enough. And 
everywhere, food stamps. 
And when you attempt to dig 
into the real issues you’re 
stonewalled. There’s talk about 
craft jurisdiction causing idle 
time. I love the British word for 
it: 
“ demarcation.” Say a 
pipefitter needs some newly 
arrived, still unboxed tools or 
equipment. He must wait fra a 
carpenter to open the box. 
That’s the old work rules 
gimmick. While waiting (and it 
could take hours) the pipefitter 
or the welder gets paid, and 
well. 
And I’m told there are other 
issues which have little to do 
with the submarine yard itself. 
This strike is the most colorful 
one. But there are 430 stoppages 
in many industries. Of all the 
strikers, 
90,000 
construction 
unionists are involved. 
Fra every hour they strike a 
project, they hold up jobs fra 
thousands of unemployed, and 
the sale of equipment by hn- 
dreds of businesses and pump 
hot air into the inflation balloon. 
Where’s all this solidarity, this 
love of country the union brothers 
and sisters sing about? Or do 
they hire someone who needs the 
money to stand in as singers for 
them?

INDEPENDENCE DAY 
+ 199 
As we celebrated the Fourth of July, we were reminded 
of what happened 199 years ago on that day, in the City of 
Philadelphia. Fifty-six Americans from 13 British 
colonies gathered together and signed a Declaration of 
Independence. These 56 Americans were fully aware that 
by doing so they were risking their lives. For, if captured 
by the British, all would have been hanged for treason. 
Yet, none hesitated to sign that bold and defiant 
document. To this day, a firm and heavy signature is 
known as a “John Hancock,” after the President of that 
First Independent Congress assembly. 
Today, also a time of deep and pervading troubles for 
us Americans, we might pause and reflect on the manner 
of men who gave birth to our country on that July 4,1776. 
We know that their average age was 44, that 19 were 
lawyers, nine planters, nine merchants, four physicians, 
and two each were fawners, public servants, and lan­ 
downers. Two signers were part-time lawyers and 
planters, one was a lawyer-farmer, another a lawyer- 
ironmaster, another a public servant-merchant, and still 
another combined the clergy with his post as a college 
president. There was also a surveyor, and one, Samuel 
Adams, described himself simply as “a politician.” 
Of the 56 signers, all but seven were born in the 
colonies. 
Although they came from widely diverse backgrounds, 
these 56 men had one important quality in common: All 
believed strongly enough in freedom and independence 
to be willing to die for it. And in the bitter and often 
desperate five years of war that followed before 
America’s independence was finally won, many of the 56 
signers of the Declaration served actively in that 
struggle. To bring the victory, these 56 Americans 
mutually pledged their lives their fortunes, and their 
sacred honor. 
Such, then, were the men who, 199 years ago, in a place 
known now as Independence Hall, struck the first blow 
for freedom and independence in these now United 
States. On the eve of America’s Bicentennial, it is a 
heritage worth remembering and preserving at all costs.

THE INFLATION— 
TAX ROBBERY 
Personal 
income 
tax 
withholding rose an astounding 
26.6 per cent last year alone, 
according to a U.S. Department 
of Labor study. Taxes rose at a 
higher rate than any other 
category of spending such as 
food or 
transportation, 
and 
escalated at 2 Mt times the 
overall rise in the cost of goods 
and services, which was up 11 
per cent in 1974. 
Tax withholdings now con­ 
stitute the largest 
share of 
family budgets, representing 23 
per cent of the outlays of the 
Labor Department’s composite 
high income family, and 16 per 
cent of the outlays of typical low 
income families. Seven years 
ago these taxes took 17 and 12 
per cent, respectively. 
Pure and simple, taxes are the 
leading cause of inflation and 
have been for years, as several 
other studies have shown. 
As bigger bites are taken for 
Social Security and other taxes, 
and 
as 
other inflationary 
pressures 
take 
their 
toll, 
workers need higher salaries 
and businesses 
need higher 
prices to maintain the same 
level of earnings as before. 
Besides this being a vicious 
income-cost spiral, the higher 
salaries 
and 
revenue 
push 
employe and employer into 
higher tax brackets. Instead of a 
worker paying at an effective 
rate of, say, 22 per cent of 
taxable income, he may have 
moved into a tax bracket that 
takes 26 per cent. 
Government 
is 
the only 
winner under the current tax 
system, gaining more current- 
dollar tax revenue at the ex­ 
pense of taxpayers who are 
losing money in real term* 
s—government collects an ever- 
rising proportion of all income. 
Although income rises, taxes 
soar even more. 
The obvious solution to what 
is a pernicious un|pgislated tax 
hike during times of inflation is 


tax “indexing,” which has been 
advocated by many experts. 
This involves expressing tax 
rates in terms of dollars of 
constant purchasing power. If 
inflation rose 10 per cent in a 
year, every $1 in standard 
deductions, 
exemptions, 
tax 
bracket 
intervals, 
purchase 
price of assets on which capital 
gains taxes are levied, etc., 
would be raised to $1.10. A tax 
bracket of $10,000 to $12,000 
would become one of $11,000 to 
$13,200; an asset purchased at 
$200 would be considered pur­ 
chased at $220; and so on. Each 
year the figures would change in 
response to inflation. 
Although 
the situation for 
business would be slightly more 
complicated, 
indexing would 
eliminate 
distortions 
in 
the 
business tax base caused by the 
illusory “book profits” of in­ 
ventories and fixed capital, 
which 
are 
m easured 
at 
acquisition prices but must be 
replaced at higher prices. 
Indexing takes the govern­ 
ment’s “profit” out of inflation. 
It would mean that taxpayers 
whose income rise with inflation 
each year would be in the same 
tax bracket and pay the same 
share of taxes to government, 
instead of moving to a higher 
bracket under the current fixed- 


bracket system. The taxpayer 
no longer would pay the "hidden 
tax” that robs him of real in­ 
come each year, and the 
government no longer would 
collect the unlegislated extra 
tax. It is high time that Congress 
enact this equitable system of 
taxation.

WASHINGTON - The Justice 
Departm ent 
is quietly 
in­ 
vestigating charges that the 
Korean 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency (KCIA), modeled after 
our own embattled spy agency, 
has terrorized Korean exiles in 
the country, has set up illegal 
front groups to manipulate U.S. 
public opinion and has even 
tried 
to 
"buy 
off” 
U.S. 
congressmen. 
The 
charges, 
based 
on 
testimony of a former South 
Korean 
official, are sum­ 
marized in a private letter to 
Atty.Gen. Edward Levi from 
chairman Donald Frazer, D.- 
Minn., of the House Inter­ 
national 
Organizations 
sub­ 
committee. 
The testimony was given by 
Dr. Jai Hyon Lee, who was 
director of information for South 
Korea in this country in the 
early 1970s. His statements were 
confirmed, for the most part, by 
Donald Ranard, 
the former 
director of Korean affairs at the 
State Department. 
Dr. Lee, now a professor at 
Western Illinois University, told 
of a secret meeting in Seoul in 
March 1973, attended by KCIA 
agents and subsequent briefings 
in Washington by the KCIA 
station chief about "a scheme of 
clandestine operations.” 
The 
secret 
scheme, 
acc- 
cording to Lee’s testimony, was 
designed “to mute criticism of 
( P r e s id e n t) 
P a r k ’s 
totalitarianism and to buy off its 
supporters in the United states.” 
The “buy off” of congressmen, 
he alleged, was left to the am­ 
bassador to handle. 
Lately, the KCIA agents at the 
embassy in Washington have 
been more than doubled, Lee 
swore. "Park’s KCIA arm is ... 
stretched into the U.S.” he said, 
‘‘illeg ally 
m an ip u latin g 
American institutions and in­ 
timidating Korean residents in 
this country.” 
Specifically, Lee accused the 
KCIA 
of 
intimidating 
U.S. 
businessmen with interests in 
Korea, 
financing 
pro-Park 
activities in the United States 
and setting up "front groups” to 
praise his regime. 


Lee charged that the Park 
government had financed a pro- 
Park seminar in Kalamazoo, 
Mich., in 1972, a Washington 
symposium in 1973 and another 
Washington rally last month. 
He identified the "front 
groups” 
as 
the 
Korean 
newspaper Hankook Shinmoon, 
the Korean radio-TV broad­ 
casting offices in Washington 
and various Korean associations 
in Chicago, Los Angeles, New 
York City and San Francisco. 
But far more sinister, ac­ 
cording to Rep. Fraser’s letter 
to the Justice department, were 
Lee’s charges that the KCIA is 
intimidating Koreans in this 
country. 
A favorite KCIA technique, 
alleged Lee, is to silence vocal 
Koreans in the United States by 
threatening 
“their 
families, 
relatives and close friends in 
Korea. This has been quite ef­ 
fective ... since every Korean 
knows 
the 
KCIA’s 
efficient 
brutality.” 
On the West Coast, said Lee, 
"KCIA 
operatives are even 
extorting money from Korean 
residents. 
These 
Korean 
residents are so afraid of KCIA 
reprisal that they do not dare 
report to the police. ” 
The witness told about a 
Korean Christian scholar in the 
United States who allegedly was 
warned by trans-Pacific phone 
from Seoul "against an anti- 
Park statement” at a rally. A 
KCIA agent showed up an an 
anti-Park rally, testified Lee, 
"accom panied 
by 
several 
toughs carrying eggs and bottles 
of tomato ketchup.” 
The Justice D epartm ent, 
following up Fraser’s letter, is 
trying to determine whether the 
KCIA has violated any U.S. 
laws. 
Footnote; A Korean embassy 
spokesman called the Lee and 
Ranard charges “all groun­ 
dless.” The KCIA, he said, is not 
active in the United States, nor 
were 
there 
any 
Korean 
"payoffs”s 
to 
congressmen, 
intimidation 
or 
regime- 
supported 
fronts. 
"This 
is 
outright, malicious slander,” 
the spokesman said.

draft. But young men still have 
to register with their local 
boards at 18, and with the kind of 
world we live in it would be 
foolish to predict that the nation 
will never again have need of 
military conscription. 
Feminists have tended to 
pooh-pooh the idea that the ERA 
would send women into the 
trenches alongside men, while 
at the same time others have 
stated that they would welcome 
the opportunity to fulfill an 
jqual obligation to their coun­ 
try.

It’s pointed out that Israel 
drafts its women and they have 
never-so far, anyway-been sent 
into combat. But then Israel 
does not have an Equal Rights 
Amendment. 
Nor is the argument that the 
United States has seen fit to 
prohibit discrimination based on 
race, so why not sex?, entirely 
persuasive.

WASHINGTON — To hosts of 
hard hats this “recession” is a 
sometime thing, as an old jaz­

In 
the gpod new summertime they 
are a tough elite unleashing 
hundreds of strikes across the 
land. Even in depressed areas

Medicine slows 
overactive thyroid 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
Propylthiouracil may affect 
the production of white blood 
cells. The same is true of other 
pills used to treat overactive 
throids. The patient should be 
tested regularly to be sure the 
white cells formation is within 
normal limits. If it is too 
depressed the patient may be 
susceptible to serious infec­ 
tions. 
It is common to stop the pills 
after the thyroid has returned 
to normal function. Sometimes 
the thyroid function remains 
normal, and in other instances 
the problem may recur after a 
while and treatment needs to be 
started again. While I have no 
firm opinion on whether you 
should stop the medicine or not, 
I do think you should be careful 
and have frequent checks of 
your white blood cells level as 
long as you are on such 
medicine. 
Surgery certainly can be con­ 
sidered. You are young, and if 
you are in good health it might 
be a good approach. Each case 
has to be judged on its own 
peculiarities in such decisions.
